since 1912. 

Now in the process of moving 
to a much larger store at 21 
Kersting Court, in what for¬ 
merly was the Bank of Sierra 
Madre building, the hardware 
company will remain closed 
Monday through Thursday of 
next week, but will serve its 
customers Friday. 

The change will not affect 
the company’s plumbing de¬ 
partment which will answer 
all telephone calls at CUster 
5-2331 throughout the new in¬ 
stallation period. 

One of the many features of 
the new store will be an ar¬ 
rangement whereby customers 
may enjoy the time-saving ad- 
vantages of self-service. A 
quick check-out stand will en¬ 
able the customer to get what 
he wants in a hurry without, 
for instance, having to wait 
around to buy a small but im¬ 
portant bolt or washer. 

The new arrangement also 
will make it possible for the 
12 people employed there to 
have more time for the cus¬ 
tomers who need advice in 
their purchases. 

Not all the furnishings will 
be new, however. Among the 
historic pieces still retained 
will be the antique wheel that 
years ago was used to hold 
buggy whips but now serves as 
a holder for fishing rods. 

The hardware store, now ex¬ 
panded to a 50 per cent in¬ 
crease of square footage, dates

Dr. Powell and New Officers 
Featured in Library Program

Mrs. Stanley Fish, member of 
the pioneer Hawks family, was 
elected as the new president of 
the Friends of the Sierra Madre 
Library at the group’s annual 
meeting last Thursday evening 
in the Community Room of the 
new library building. She suc¬ 
ceeds Mrs. John Conzelman, 
who was elected to the Friends’ 
policy committee. 

Other new officers named at 
the meeting were Mrs. Dan 
D’Arcy, who will serve as vice 
president, and Mrs. Ralph 
Jones as corresponding secre¬ 
tary. Mrs. Randolph Wood was 
re-elected as recording secre¬ 
tary, while George Russell was 
chosen to fill the treasurer’s 
post. Foster Buckner was re¬ 
elected to the policy commit¬ 
tee, as was Martha C. Pritch¬ 
ard, member of the city’s libra¬ 
ry board, who again will act 
as liaison officer between the 
board and the Friends. 

Featured speaker was Dr. 
Lawrence Clark Powell, well- 
known author and librarian at 
U.C.L.A. Dr. Powell, who was 
introduced by Program Chair¬ 
man Paul Sheldon, delighted 
the more than 60 persons at¬ 
tending the meeting with rem¬ 
iniscences of his school days 
and his literary experiences in 
recent years. 

He paid tribute to the late 
Nellie Keith, who was librarian 
in his hometown of South Pas¬ 
adena, for “breaking the rules” 
regarding the number of books 
any one person could take out, 


so that she could encourage 
him in his thirst for knowl¬ 
edge. He recalled that she prom¬ 
ised him he could take out "all 
the books he could carry”—a 
promise she kept even when 
he started using a laundry 
basket in which to carry books. 
In fact, he related, she even 
helped him fill the basket, 
which he had strapped to the 
back of his bicycle. 

Lauding the potential force 
possessed by public libraries 
and librarians, in setting the 
pattern of a child’s life, he 
pleaded for libraries as a bal¬ 
anced, middle-of-the-road force 
in the community. 

‘‘Our libraries must not be 
stampeded by the forces of 
either the left or the right,” 
he continued, urging that pub¬ 
lic libraries “have basic data 
on all sides of controversial 
issues.” 

During the brief business 
meeting which preceded Dr. 
Powell’s talk, the retiring pres¬ 
ident, Mrs. Conzelman, praised 
the work of the retiring board 
members and committees and 
particularly paid tribute to 
Miss Pritchard. 

Mrs. Conzelman also reported 
that the public’s response to 
the appeal for donations for 
chairs, printed in the NEWS, 
was "most heartwarming” and 
that all 100 chairs now have 
been ordered. She also an¬ 
nounced that the VFW Auxil¬ 
iary participated with the VFW 
Post in defraying the cost of

Parents Organize to Retain 
Children’s Music Education 


A storm that is brewing in 
Sierra Madre shows signs of 
becoming one of the hottest 
whirlwinds on the civic scene 
in many months. Having noth¬ 
ing to do with tornado condi¬ 
tions such as those in the Mid¬ 
dle West recently, it’s all be¬ 
cause of a little woman, dimin¬ 
utive in stature but apparently 
big in cultural importance, who 
is the music teacher for the 
public schools here. 

Her name is Mrs. Matilda 
Smith. She is one of the many 
“departments” in the two pub¬ 
lic schools here — known as 
Sierra Madre Grammar School 
at 141 W. Highland and Sierra 
Mesa Elementary School at 140 
N. Canon—who, or which, may 
be deleted from the local scene 
due to the forced budget cuts 
in the schools’ program made 
necessary by the defeat of the 
April 29 school tax election. 

Other school departments 
that have been given the axe 
in the budget cut are the 
school bus, the cafeteria, and 
the summer sessions previous¬ 
ly conducted each year for the 
benefit of children who need 
extra help to make their 
grades. 

Mrs. Smith, categoried as the 

Siren Tests 
Begin Next 
Tues. at 7 A.M. 

Beginning at 7 a.m.. next 
Tuesday the new, louder siren 
installed at the City Hall for 
civil defense purposes will be 
given its first tests. The old fire 
siren’s signal, unable to pene¬ 
trate into the outlying areas 
of the city, has been declared 
inadequate to give a suffi¬ 
cient warning in the event of 
enemy attack. 

For three days next week— 
Tuesday, Thursday and Satur¬ 
day— the new siren will be 
sounded five times each day: 
one short blast at 7 a.m., 10 
a.m., 12 noon, 4 p.m., and 9 
p.m. The purpose is to deter¬ 
mine whether its warning sig¬ 
nal can be heard by all citi¬ 
zens, and the tests must be re¬ 
peated because of varying at¬ 
mospheric conditions and wind 
direction. 

The Civil Defense organiza¬ 
tion will appoint several of its 
members living in various 
parts of the city, who will re¬ 
port to Dr. Daniel D’Arcy, Civil 
Defense Associate Director, the 
relative intensity of the signal 
in their area. City Administra¬ 
tor Bevington suggested that 
C.D. members prepare a sched¬ 
ule of days and hours in ad¬ 
vance, reporting to Dr. D'Arcy 
at the end of the testing series 
the results of each alarm. 

All persons, particularly those 
in the more remote sections of 
the city, also are invited to 
participate in the testing pro¬ 
gram, reporting their observa¬ 
tions to Dr. D’Arcy. 

Scheduled for the near fu¬ 
ture are studies of shelter and 
bedding facilities, methods of 
evacuation, first aid, and sim¬ 
ilar civil defense needs, in 
which everyone is asked to co¬ 
operate. Pertinent suggestions 
will be welcomed by Dr. D’Arcy 
or the City Administrator. 


“music department” for the 
sake of impersonal, financial, 
and scientific evaluation, was 
listed among those items that 
had to be sacrificed in the 
name of cost cuts — until a 
small army of mothers began 
snowballing their reactions 
into an organization now 
known as the “Committee of 
Interested Parents.” 

The committee reports that 
the urgency of the drive lies in 
the fact that Mrs. Smith, whose 
work reportedly is of more im¬ 
portance to the community 
than can be seen by the naked 
eye, has been offered positions 
outside Sierra Madre and there¬ 
fore must be given a contract 
by June 15 to keep her here. 
That is why parents are trying 
to raise $4700 to pay her sal¬ 
ary for the coming school year. 

Members of the committee, 
other parents, and various sym¬ 
pathetic residents rate Mrs. 
Smith above the school bus 
and cafeteria if for no other 
reason than because the “Mu¬ 
sic Department” involves the 
benefits of 800 children, where¬ 
as, according to the committee 
report, the bus serves about 
100 children and the cafeteria 
about 200. 

The committee, in stressing 
the personal as well as the 
daily classroom instructions 
given by Mrs. Smith for more 
than six years, already has re¬ 
ceived the cooperation of the 
Bank of Sierra Madre which is 
providing a locked deposit re¬ 
ceptacle whereby contributions 
for retaining Mrs. Smith may 
be dropped or mailed. If the

Show Opinions 
On Education 

A total of 623 Sierra Madre 
residents went to the polls last 
Friday to vote for two members 
of the five-man Pasadena 
School Board. 

Unofficial tabulations indi¬ 
cate that Russell M. Loesch and 
Edgar Barratt were elected, al¬ 
though in the closest school 
board election in the memory 
of Pasadena officials, the 119 
absentee ballots may elect Mil¬ 
dred Cranston instead of Bar¬ 
ratt in the final count tomor¬ 
row.. 

However, Sierra Madre voters 
were 3 to 2 in favor of the 
opposition ticket of Mildred 
Cranston and James McMi- 
chael, whose platform favored 
educational standards as they 
now exist in Pasadena schools. 

Loesch and Barratt cam¬ 
paigned for emphasis on basic 
education, more economies in 
the school system, and stated 
they would urge the suit for 
Victory Park as a high school 
site be dropped as too time 
consuming. 

Local tabulations may indi¬ 
cate the majority of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre parents are satisfied with 
the secondary education of their 
children, while Pasadena citi¬ 
zens are evenly divided, al¬ 
though what proportion of the 
voters were interested only in 
an economy program cannot be 
determined.

Inoculation Series

Dog rabies inoculations, spon¬ 
sored by the PTA, will be held 
according to schedule today, 
tomorrow and Monday on the 
Auburn Ave. parking lot north 
of the City gchool building at 
141 W. Highland Ave.

The inoculations will be ad¬ 
ministered by skilled veterin¬ 
arians in the presence of rep¬ 
resentatives from the Humane 
Society.

Sierra Madre may have a motion picture theater once again, 
if plans now being made by Harold Stein to renew its operation 
sometime in July are successful. 

Placards are going into merchants' windows this week as 
the first step in Stein’s preparations to reopen the theater through 
the advance sales of tickets_ 


which will be offered on a bar¬ 
gain basis. The tickets, which 
can be purchased through local 

merchants, will be priced at 
12 for $5 which normally would 
be the price for 10. 

The reopening, according to 
Stein, will be because of pop¬ 
ular demand—or, it might be 
said, because of popular com¬ 
plaint since the theater closed 
April 19. 

Prominent among those who 
have complained at its closing 
are young people, persons with¬ 
out cars, and older people who 
enjoy motion pictures only if 
they don’t have to travel far 
to see them. 

Stein says that when lack of 
patronage forced him to close 
he had no intention of reopen¬ 
ing, but that the size of public 
requests for the theater’s oper¬ 
ation has changed his mind. 
If as many people buy the bar¬ 
gain set of tickets as have 
asked to have a local theater 
again, Stein says, then there 
will be no doubt about the 
success of the new venture. 

Money from the advance sale 
of tickets will be used to re¬ 
model and refurnish the inte¬ 
rior of the theater, according 
to Stein, who also says his 
plans for a general redecorat¬ 
ing will include the installa¬ 
tion of approximately 200 new 
seats. 

Money reecived in the ticket 
sale will be deposited in es¬ 
crow at the Bank of Sierra 
Madre, to be refunded to all 
purchasers in case his plan to 
sell one thousand ticket-books 
fails, he explains. 

Stein guarantees that the 
tickets will be good for six 
months from date of the thea¬ 
ter’s opening, and it is his 
belief he will know by the end 
of the first week of ticket sales 
whether or not the people of 
Sierra Madre really want a 
motion picture theater.

School Budget Cuts Develop 
Battle Centered on Teacher 
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Mrs. Matilda Smith, our full¬ 
time music teacher, and the 
classroom teachers. This class 
activity also includes note 
reading, rhythm work and mu¬ 
sic appreciation and is of im¬ 
portance because it is prelim¬ 
inary to all other types of mu¬ 
sical expression. 

In addition to this, our mu¬ 
sic teacher has given the op¬ 
portunity to each of our stu¬ 
dents to appear at least once 
a year on the auditorium stage; 
part of the school at the 
Christmas Program and the re¬ 
mainder at the Spring Program. 
Many of these musical perform¬ 
ances have been written by 
Mrs. Smith and staged under 
her direction with the close co¬ 
operation of the teachers. We 
believe that this one annual 
stage appearanec is important 
to our boys and girls. 

Our music teacher has been 
in charge of our Orchestra of 
some 30 to 40 members. The 
formation of this usually be¬ 
gins early in the school year 
with instrumental instruction 
with small groups of students. 
By May, the Orchestra is ready 
to appear in public and has 
presented an annual concert. 

Students from the third, 
fourth, fifth and sixth grades 
are involved in this program. 
School-owned instruments val¬ 


ued at several hundred dollars 
are available for use of our 
s t u d e n ts. In addition, of 
course, many pupils own or 
rent the instrument of their 
choice. In recent years, this 
Orchestra has played at Linda 
Vista School in Pasadena, at 
their invitation. 

Mrs. Smith, our music teach¬ 
er, has had charge of the dis¬ 
tribution of tickets to several 
nearby musical events. For in¬ 
stance, concerts by the Los An¬ 
geles Philharmonic Orchestra, 
the Pasadena Civic Orchestra 
and the San Gabriel Philhar¬ 
monic Orchestra. Her activities 
in connection with these events 
have consisted of publicizing 
the event, giving our students 
somp background information, 
distributing tickets for the pro¬ 
gram and planning with par¬ 
ents re transportation to the 
event.

I’m completely unreconciled 
to the banning of backyard in¬ 
cinerators.

project fails, all contributions 
will be returned provided the 
contributor writes his name 
and address on his deposit. 

Another action by the Com¬ 
mittee of Interested Parents 
has been the mailing of letters 
to 553 "school families” in 
which the reasons for the cam¬ 
paign are explained in detail. 

In the letters, part of the 
message reads as follows: “We 
are asking each school family 
to contribute to the Music De¬ 
partment Fund. You are to sign 
the enclosed pledge card and 
return before June 10. Pay¬ 
ments at the Bank of Sierra 
Madre can be made at any 
time. When you have com¬ 
pleted payment of the pledged 
amount, your name will appear 
in the Sierra Madre NEWS 
along with the names of other 
contributors. 

“You may make your pay¬ 
ments in any way you wish. 
For example: 50 cents a week 
for 50 weeks; $1 a week for 25 
weeks; quarterly payments of 
a pledged amount; or one lump 
contribution in any amount.” 

In the meantime, the cul¬ 
tural and educational activi¬ 
ties that have developed for 
children of Sierra Madre 
through the public schools’ 
Music Department hang in the 
balance — until the people of 
Sierra Madre decide which way 
the scales shall swing.
